Mr*  Chairman  and  Councillors , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year 
1965  o 

Vital  Statistics 

Population  Two  factors  have  contributed  to  the 
substantial  increase  of  2;?50  in  this  year’s  population 
figure.  One  is  the  continued  development  of  the  town  itself 
and  the  other  is  the  inclusion  of  the  parish  of  Eaton  Socon 
within  the  Urban  District  of  St*Neots  and  Eynesbury*  The 
combined  population  is  now  therefore  in  the  region  of  10,000 
and  is  expected  to  increase  by  approximately  1,000  per  year 
for  the  next  few  years  at  least* 

Birth  Rate  The  cru.de  birth  rate  this  year  shows  a 
considerable  decrease  compared  with  1964*  This  is  not 
surprising  in  view  of  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the 
size  and  constitution  of  the  population  within  the  new  urban 
district*  The  corrected  birth  rate  for  the  town,  however, 
(18.4)  is  fractionally  in  excess  of  the  national  figure. 

Death  Rate  The  death  rate  shows  a  slight  rise 
compared  with  last  year’s  figure  but  still  remains  well  below 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  >  Almost  half  the 
deaths  (49%)  occurred  in  persons  of  75  years  or  over  and  70 % 
occurred  in  persons  of  65  years  or  over P 
20^  of  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  and  35%  resulted  from 
disease  of  the  cardio-va scalar  system* 

Infant  Mortality  Three  infants  died  within  one  year  of 
life  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  14*6*  This  is  still 
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well  below  the  national  average  although  it  is  a  little 
higher  than  last  year's  figure* 

Infectious  Disease  The  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease  was  somewhat  greater  this  year 
compared  with  1 964  principally  on  account  of  the  greater 
number  of  cases  of  measles  -  an  outbreak  of  which 
occurred  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  when  169  cases 
were  notified  within  the  six  months c  Four  sporadic  cases 
of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year  but  despite  the  fact  that  each  case  was  fully 
investigated  it  was  not  possible  to  establish  the  source 
of  infection  in  any  of  the  cases  mentionedc 

Social  Conditions 

Housing,  199  houses  were  completed  in  1965, 
including  111  Council  houses  for  local  needs  and  in 
connection  with  the  Town  Development  Schemes r  During 
the  Spring  a  start  was  made  on  the  extension  of  the 
Close  -  principally  for  rehousing  the  older  people  with 
a  resident  warden^  These  should  be  available  for 
occupancy  from  about  July  1966*  An  official  enquiry 
was  held  in  respect  of  18  houses  in  Russell  Street,  and 
the  Minister  later  confirmed  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
without  amendment.  A  further  such  enquiry  related  to  a 
proposed  Clearance  Order  for  19  properties  in  Luke  Street 
and  Silver  Street,  and  the  Minister’s  decision  is  still 
awaited 

Contract  11  was  commenced  during  1965  for  sewers 
rising  mains  and  pumping  stations  at  Brickills  and 
Cemetery  Lane* 

Work  continued  regarding  the  Disposal  Works  on 
the  design  for  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Works  to 
deal  with  the  expansion  of  the  town  generally*

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1965 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Sir, 


I  am  glad  to  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1965  ?or  inclusion  with  your  own* 

A  survey  of  two  areas  in  the  district  showed  a  fair 
proportion  of  older  tenanted  houses  lacking  essential 
amenities  of  improvement*  Although  no  immediate  decision 
has  been  made  to  declare  an  Improvement  Area  it  is  apparent 
that  compulsive  powers  under  the  new  Housing  Act  could  be 
usefully  applied  in  future. 

A  further  increase  in  slaughtering  of  animals  brought 
difficulties  at  peak  periods,  but  my  assistant  Mr .Anderson 
has  most  competently  maintained  inspection  of  all  meat  to 
Regulation  standards.  An  unusual  discovery  made  was  that 
of  anthrax  in  the  carcases  of  pigfffrom  a  particular  farm, 
and  careful  control  measures  were  taken. 

In  July  the  Council  approved  a  new  five-year 
programme  of  slum  clearance,  listing  in  all  eighty-seven 
houses.  In  the  preceding  five  years  successful  action  had 
been  taken  in  respect  of  sixty -five  houses,  mainly  by 
Clearance  Area  procedure. 

I  have  appreciated  your  cordial  advice  and  help,  and 
the  support  given  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council.

Some  concern  was  caused  by  a  sharp  rise  in  the  nitrate 
content  of  water  from  two  of  the  shallow  wells  from  which 
the  district  is  supplied*  reaching  as  high  as  20  p.p.m. 
The  Ministry  advised  that  this  was  probably  due  to  lack 
of  rainfall  only  but  that  the  level  should  be  watched* 

Fifteen  samples  taken  over  a  period  showed  a  gradual  fall 
in  nitrate  content  to  the  safe  level  of  only  8  p«,p«nio

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MEAT  INSPECTION 


One  “hundred  per  cent  inspection  in  accordance  with  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year  at  the  only  abattoir  in  the  district.  A  full-time 
Inspector  was  in  attendance  during  almost  the  entire 
period  of  slaughtering  hours,  which  are  fortunately 
moderate  in  extent. 

A  new  development  is  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  export, 
mainly  to  France,  which  is  expected  to  increase  rapidly 
following  Ministry  approval  of  the  abattoir  for  this 
purpose.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  animals 
killed  and  inspected  during  1965,  the  comparative  figures 
for  1964  being  shown  in  brackets

ANTHRAX  IN  PIGS 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  record  that 
anthrax  was  suspected  during  examination  of 
the  carcases  of  pigs  sent  for  emergency 
slaughter  from  a  local  farm*  and  the  Ministry 
later  confirmed  its  presence  in  two  cases. 

The  provisions  of  the  Anthrax  Order  1938  were 
followed,  the  carcases  being  burnt. 

No  person  exposed  to  infection  showed  any 
subsequent  symptom  of  the  disease.
